While the ceremonial opening of the ex-
position was the notable feature of the day,
it did not prevent the crowd from taking a
goneral Interest In the permaanent adtrao-
tions of the show. Early In the day ite eurl-
oklty was Inrgely confined to the out-of-dnor
fontures; it admired the bulldings, watched
the trim gondolas glide acroan the gulet sur-
faco of the Iagoon nand wandered almlossly
over the Bluff tract and through the myrind
ntiractiong of the Midway. Thousands of the
individuuls who composed he multitade
were taking thelr firmt glimpse of the ex-
position, and they evidently wanted to wsee
the outside In Its entircly hefors they
descended to detalls, Rut an the sun wounted
upwards and made extonsive promenades
uncomfortable there wasm a mora general
dlgposition to seck the interlors where curls
oslty could be gratificd with less discom-
fort. Many of the exhibita were still Intom-
plete, but even at that there wus more to see
than one could well nesimiinte in one day or
several, The bulldings that were still lack-
Ing In their Interfor attractions were g0 well
advanced that a wvery accurate honpreasion
of the final spectacle was afforded and dur-
ing the remainder of the day there was a
conptant stream of sighiseers who were evi-
dently well satisflod with  what hod been
necomplinhed,

The Government bullding wakg the favor-
fte resort., It contalns #o many things that
are new to the people of the west that its at-
tractions seemed to be irresistible. The spirit
of tho times was ovident in the press around
the military and naval exhibits and every
detall of the offensive and Adefensive capuce-
fty of the government wns inspected with
excoptionnl engerness. The model of the
Maine was a potent attraction aud the specl-
mons of torpedoes, mines, orduance and

other Ineldentnls of fighting power wero
conutantly surrounded,
Impresslons nt Flest Sight.
One of the striking features of the day

was the undisguised wonderment of hun-

dreds of people to whom the exposition
cime an a revelation far exceeding thelr
brightest expectations. If the scene was

admired by those who have walched It grow
from lpclplency 1t absolutely sstounded
others who saw It for the fiest time, It
wis amusing to follow a family party of
visitors In It devious windings over the
grounds and hear thelr exclnmntions of as-
tonlshment and delight at everything that
met thelr gase. 1t began when they caught
thelr firat view of the superstructure of
the blg bulldings as they approached the
grounds and It simply passed expression
when they got inslde and began to reallze
the immensity of the show, They were
anxlous to see the whole thing at once and
¥el at every turn they siw something that
they were reluctant to leave, They ex-
hausted their voenbulary of adjectives and
then merely looked nnd  wonderd  with
open-eyid ecstatle admirntion.

In deference to the occasicn very little
In the way of work wns attempted oo the
grounds yesterday, The exhibits were al-
lowred to remain as they were left the pre-
colding night, and with one or two excep-
tions work on the bulldings on the bluff
tract that are still lncomplete was tem-
porarily stopped. But as soon as the crowd
hegan to disappenr in the evening the work-
men  appeared again  dand  the Anishing
touches were rapidly applied,

Luncheon Followed by Felleitations

As soon as the formal exerclies of Lhe
opening were concluded President Wattles

asslgned to him., He traced the ancesiry of
the travellng man back to the progenitor of
of the human race, who 18 the first traveling
man mentloned in history, having traveled
for a frult house In the Garden of Eden.
He wpredioted that the Travelers' Protective
association will gerve as one of the best ad-
vertising medlums which could have been
secured for the exposition.,

Presldent Wallersteln was applauded when
he sald that If the forelgn consulur service
of the United States was composed of travel-
Ing men the result would be that the export
trade of the country would soon be carried
in Amerlean bottoms. He sald the fact that
this is not done I8 becanse the men selected
for this service have had no practical busi-
ness tralning such as every travellng man
acquires in his experience. In closlng the
speaker praposed a toast to the exposition,

Chancellor MacLean's Response,

Chancellor MacLean of the University of
Nebraska responded to the sentiment, ““The
Exposition ns an Edueator.” He said the
subject was so vost that he could touch
upon only a few sallent polnta, He traced
the growth of eapositions from the anclent
market place up to the modern falr, which
has grown into a great collection of educat-
fng Influences. He referred o the Ignorance
which prevalls ln other sections of this coun-
try as well as In other countries regarding
the great west, (s resources and products
and sald this exposition wopld prove an edu-
cator to remove this ignorance. The chan-
cellor predicted that the expostion would

Chancellor MacLean referred Lo the great
progress in education, as shown by the ed-
ucational exhibiis In the main buldings,
proving beyond dispute that the west is In
no way delinguent In educational advange-
ment, His remiarks were [nterspersed with
witty sallles which couvualsed the gathering
and were loudly applauded, He closed with
the followlng toast, which was drunk amid
eppinuse;

The cordinlity of the invitation extended
to me to be present at the opening of your
great exposition 18 deeply appreciated and
I more deeply regret that publle duties pre-
vent me from leaving the capltal at this
thne.

The entire
crowd joined in the singing, led by the
Marine band and the chorug, and amid the
blowing of whistles and the song of en-
thusiastic thousands the Transmissigsippl
and International Exposition was formally
Inaugurated.

Notes of the Exposition.

A large number of the visitors who ar-
rived on the specinl trans yesterday are
remaining over for severnl dnys' sight-
seclng at the exposition,

A large crowd took advantage of the cool
spot on the east sglde of the Wisconsin sthate
building and were treated to an enlertain-
ing program by the Cosmopolitan band,

A plekpocket of “'sliek’ appearances wus
trylng to get in his work on the visitors
in the Nebraska state building, but notie-
ing he was watched by the gunrds, made
a hurried exlt,

The official photographer of the exposi-
tion has been hard pressed the last few
days photographing the large number of
permanent employes, who were qulte anx-
foun to gel thelr pass-books.

The Pawnee Clty military band delighted
a large audlence in the Auditorium in the
nfternoon with a musieal program. This
bandl will return to Omaha far o week's en-
gagement at  the exposition, commencing
about July 11.

The Midways did a blg business, They
were crowded all afternocon by those who
spent only a few moments In passing
through the main bulldings. Bands and or-
chestras were on all sldes making the alr
resound with melodious as well as non-
melcdious musle,

The temporary spenkers’ stand at the east
ond of the lagoon was taken down yesterday
directly nfter the opening exercises closed,
The remalnder of the viaduct entrance to
the grounds 18 now open nnd the gate Keep-
ers will be able to Handle the crowds with
ense and prompiness,

The admlgslon of visitors al the main en-
trunces was Bomewhat {mpeded by the in-
experience of the gate keepers and the ne-
cessity for reglstering all puss numbers and
the names of the holders. I'nis was an un-
avoldable feature of the first day but It
will be less noticeable In the future

For the loformation of people who were
rushing around to discover where the fire
was It may be stated that what they took
for an alarm was merely an exhibition of
the tone producing properties of the big fog
bell that forms a part of the Treasury ex-
uibit In the Government bullding.

The negro educational and industrinl ex-
hibite of Misgourl were opened in good form
yesterdany, The booth was not filled, for
several entlre exhibite and parts of others
were delayed In shipping. Prof. J. W. Da-
mel has charge of this department. The ex-
hibits will be complete In a few days.

The exposition guards bave alreandy de-
clured war on one brand of exposition vial-
tors. These are the people who congregate
inertly in the doors of the main bulldings
and blockade the entrance by refusing to
budge one way or the other, until they have
scen as much of the Interior as in visible
from that point. This nulsance was much
in evidence yesterdany and will not be per-
mitted hereafter,

The Nebraske state building was crowded
during the entire aftornoon, The cool, in-
viting rooms were besleged by the tired
visitors, Nearly 1,000 people took time to
place thelr signatures on the register pro-
vided for that purpose. This is only a small
portion of the number that passed through
the bullding. The drinking wnter facilities
proved Iinadequate and at the next meot-
ing of the state commlisslon steps will be
taken to add to the supply.

A few thousand people were caused no
Hittle inconvenience by the tar with which
the planking In the south viaduct lu caulhked.
Under the brolling sun the tur exudes anid
melts, It clings to the shoes of pedestrians
and as they step off on the gravel walk they
accumulate an underpinning of pebbles that
retupe Lo let go, The Inconvenience is not
g0 serlously felt until they try Lo walk on
the floor of one of the buildings and then

thelr antics are amusing o witness but
ralber exasperating to experience,
J. W. Newell of Blalr was robbed of a

pocketbook containing $20 while on his way
to the grounds just after noon yesterday.
He was riding on a erowded Twenty-fourth
gtreet motor when a couple of  Btrangers
boarded the car and clung to the footbonard,
As the ear lurched around the curve at
Cuming gtréet they managed to fall sgainst
him and during the contact the money was
abatracted, They dropped off the car be-
fore the theft was discovered. but both Mr,
Newell and Conductor Bell are sure they
did the Job and can jdentify them if they
should be arrested,

One of the funny fentures of opening day
was the frantlc eflort of Dick Berlin to
teach a few thousand people how to get in
and out of the Agricultural bullding, The
crowd came in through the central entrance
at the east end of the bullding and ulthough
there were other entrances on each side
the ouigoers insisted on battling their way
out in the face of those who were coming
in. And in spite of the utmost eloguence
of the perapiring official, they could not be
made to comprehend that there wos any
other door In the bullding. Berlin put In &
couple of hours al the job and then gave
it up and declared that the man who placed
the illiteracy of Nebraska at only 3 per
cent had better get a job in a brick yard,

Politienl Change In Knnsas.

TOPEKA, Kun., June 1.-—(8peclal.)—The
politiclans are devoling considerable atten-
tlon to the subject of a possible change of
the political complexion of the state by
reason of the enlistment of five regimenta
of volunteers. In the eastern part of the
state the relutive streugth of the populist
and republican parties will not be materially
changed, but in the extreme western coufi-
ties It Is belleved that the popullsts will
be the losers by reason of the absence of
the soldlers at the coming election. In
Pawnee county, for instance, where one
company WwWas organized, the members wers
chiefly drawn from the populist ranks, and
thelr abpevce will make the county repub-
lican.
